ALTHOUGH the usual eating I 
problems parents write about re­ 
late Lo dawdling over food or re­ 
fusing to eat certain essential 
foods, an occasional child, espe­ 
cially after the age of eight or 
ten, will bolt his food. Often this 
child is described as eating hts 
food in a few minutes and then 
rushing out to play. Sometimes 
his haste is encouraged by a play­ 
mate outside waiting for him or 
calling to him to hurry. 
In many of these cases, lf the 
child Is told he may not leave the 
table before the end of a certain 
period, say twenty minutes, in 
case the rest of the family eat 
leisurely, this child knowing he 
ran t go quickly will just chouse 
to eat more slowly. 


Bolts His Food 
But not all cases In which a 
child bolts his food are so simple 
or so easily corrected. In some in­ 
stances. the parent or other adult 
may eat very rapidly, and do it 
for no Immediate purpose, but 
Just because of J inertness. It may 
be safe to say the average person 
eats in great haste. Anybody is 
likely to do so when the atmos­ 
phere Is charged with confusion, 
excitement or tensions. 


Dear Dr. Myers: 
*T have a son 13 years old who 
talks all the time he is eating and 
eats as fast as he can and then 
Just sits at the table and con­ 
tinues to talk. 


“ He is full of gas all the tim*, 
is constipated and often loses his 
meal which comes up In lumps of 
food. Is there any way to get 
around this situation without 
spoiling every meal, as I am 
afraid he Is storing bad health for 
later 
years? 
There 
are 
two 
younger children who might fol­ 
low the same example." 


Checked by Physician 
How I answered her; 
You 
should have your son checked by 
your physician. Not being a medi­ 
cal expert I could not give you 
medical advice. But there are 
plenty of published scientific 
studies which indicate that ham­ 
pering emotions impair digestion 
and related functions. Just plain 
common sense would indicate 
that calmness and serenity are 
favorable to good functioning of 
the entire alimentary tract. 
Almost surely you have been 
nagging at that boy about his 
rapid eating. Quit it. Work on 
yourself and the rest of the fam ­ 
ily for relaxation and happy com­ 
panionship at meals. Perhaps you 
could Induce this lad to tell some 
jokes, and you parents might 
have on hand a few good ones for 
each mealtime. 
Maybe this son feels he does not 
stand in the family as well as tho 
younger children do and that ho 
must keep talking to prevent 
them from winning attention. 
Anything you and Dad can do to 
make this boy feel more worth 
while and secure In the fam ily 
should help.
